*) EARL JAY COSSEY, 349 N. l01lst, SU 3-0475, 
the individual who packed the original parachutes used 
by the hijacker, was contacted 1/4/72, at which time he 
advised he had made over 2,500 parachute jumps, and has 
10 years experience. He is a Master Parachute Rigger 
and has trained 1,000 other individuals in parachuting. 
He has a "D“ rating as an expert parachutist with the 
American Association of Parachutists with “Diamond Wings 
Award”. 


He is a pilot with 350 flight hours and has 
flown as large a plane as co-pilot with Lockheed Lodestar, 
a two engine plane. He was born 8/30/38 at Oakley, Utah. 
He has a college degree in Psychology from Weber State 
College, Logan, Utah, in 1966. He is now studying for 
his Masters Degree at the University of Washington and has 
his own parachute jumping equipment. He is a WMA, 5'7", 
160 lbs., and when dressed for a jump such as this would 
weigh over 200 lbs., and probably about 220, which is 
comparable to the weight of the hijacker, with the money.

The hijacker who boarded at Portland, and who 
threatened to detonate a bomb allegedly carried in his 
briefcase, was given $200,000.in used twenty_dollar bills 
and four parachutes, when the plane landed at Seattle. 

AIl passengers and part of the crew were then permitted to 
leave the plane. 

: The aircraft took off from Seattle, and the hijacker 
is believed to have left the aircraft, using the parachutes, 
over the southwestern part of Washington State. 


The hijacker has not been identified and no trace 
has been found of him, the parachutes, or the money.

Details: To summarize, this case involving the 11/24/1971 
hijacking of Northwest flight 305 has remained the only unsolved 
hijacking in U.S. history. Seattle has processed well over 1100 
subjects over the years and virtually every other field division 
has also expended significant investigative resources. Other 
than a small portion of the $200,000 ransom money being recovered 
along the bank of the Columbia River, near Vancouver, Washington 
in February, 1980, no trace of the unidentified subject has ever 
been found. A recently updated prosecutive opinion received from 
the Seattle USA's office and DOJ has continued to indicate that a 
statute of limitations does not apply in this matter. At the 
time of this crime, airplane hijacking was a capital offense in 
the United States. This hijacking, due to its singular nature, 
certainly contributed to the acceleration of sweeping changes in 
U.S. airport security and thus had a direct and long lasting 
impact on the traveling public. 


The hijacking of Northwest 305 continues to garner 
media attention. Seattle continues to receive numerous media 
inquiries (about fifty in the past year alone).

On November 24, 1971, a lone white male 
boarded Northwest Orient Flight #305 at Portlard, 
Oregon. At approximately 3:22 P.M., while the flight 
was en route to Seattle, Washington, he indicated 
to the stewardess that his brief case contained 
a bomb which would blow up the plane uniess his 
demands were met. 


The hijacker demanded $200,000 and four 
parachutes in exchange for the safety of the 36 
passengers aboard the plane. When the aircraft landed 
at Seattle, Northwest Orient Airlines complied with 
his instructions. After he received the parachutes 
and money, the hijacker allowed all passengers and 
the two airline stewardesses to deplane. 


He then ordered the remaining crew members 
into the first-class section of the aircraft and 
informed them he desired to fly to Mexico City. The 
hijacker instructed that the plane proceed in a southerly 
direction and fly at a low altitude and slow speed 
which would enable the rear door of the plane -to be 
opened during the flight. 


The hijacker apparently bailed out somewhere 
between Seattle, Washington, and Reno, Nevada, where 
the plane landed to refuel. It was determined the 
hijacker, two parachutes, and the ransom money had 
disappeared when the plane was inspected at Reno,

MEMORANDUM TO ALL SPECIAL AGENTS 
RE: COMPUTER SUPPORT TO THE FIELD 


The main thrust of our computer support effort in the past has been directed at administrative 
and National Crime Information Center (NCIC) matters. It is now my desire to concentrate more on ways 
our computers can support the Agent in the Field. This is to make you aware of the computer services 
that are presently available to you. 


The Data Processing Section (DPS) of the Computer Systems Division is responsible for 
working with the Field on investigative matters. Agents with specialized backgrounds have been assigned 
to this Section and will assist you if some aspect of a case lends itself to computerization. This might be 
a large volume of records (e.g., checks, cash receipts, purchase orders, personnel records, payroll 
records, telephone numbers, etc.) that require sequencing, comparing or calculating, to disclose 
misappropriations, kiting, lapping, skimming, padding of payrolls, identities of suspects, conspiracies, 
ete. If you think the work can be performed more practically on the computer, you should contact the 
DPs. 


The DPS also offers assistance in the following areas: 


1. Printing records that are in computer form (e.g., records on computer tapes, 
disks or cards). 


2. Assistance in writing search warrants for, and conducting searches of, computer 
installations. 


3. Assistance in writing subpoenas for computer records. 
4, Assistance in auditing computer records. 


5. Assistance in interviewing computer personnel (e.g., computer analysts, 
programmers, operators, etc. ). 


6, Computerized Telephone Number File (CTNF) services which will resequence 
telephone numbers to facilitate setting leads and identifying subscribers. 


7. Special searches of the NCIC current files or previous records, in addition 
to the normal NCIC service. 


The DPS is ready to assist the Field in all future major cases. DPS has developed a Major 
Case Information System, "a prototype of which was used in the RESMURS Case. A similar system is 
presently being used in the LAGBOM and ZAPBOM Cases. From this system, the Agent can more readily 
determine what investigation has been conducted on the case, and what leads are still outstanding. The 
system will also benefit the Agent when writing reports, answering inquiries, controlling physical evidence 
and for file review prior to trial. 


Part if, Section 3 (pages 28 and 29) of the Manual of Rules and Regulations sets forth the way 
to request computer support services for investigative matters. I encourage you to take full advantage of 
this service.

wKS-1. She vas very adamant in her insistence thot the 
artist's conception shown to her was not a good likeness 

of the hijacker. 


A comparison of the artist's composite of UNSUR 
and photo KK5~1 revealed the prbaary 4ifference between the 
two photos is UiISUB's composite appears to be a man much 
younger than the man depicted in phote KK5-1. The man in 
RES-1 appears to be in his mid-40s while tha composite shows 
the man in his late 205 or carly 20s.

Regarding the blue mtehbook cover marked "Sky Chef" 
observed by Stewardess[__———C*d aS used by the hi-~ 
jacker, it should be noted that Sky Chef is a chain of 
restaurants serving airports. It is recommended that 
Portland determine if there is a Sky Chef Restaurant at the 
Portland Airport (noting that the Sky Chef Restaurants usually 
have different names) and Portland should determine if this 
restaurant gives away blue colored matchbooks with Sky 
Chef written on then. Unsub may have eaten lunch at the 
Portland Airport Restaurant prior to boarding Northwest 
Airlines flight 305 and if so, latent fingerprints may be 
on a meal ticket (bill) for that day. Portland should 
determine if these tickets are available for November 24, 
1971, and determine feasibility of obtaining latents, 


OLIVE OR LATIN COMPLEXION 


Key witnesses generally agree that unsub had an 
"olive or Latin" complexion. One witness indicated a 
Mexican-American or possibly Indian complexion and 
characteristics. In addition, unsub expressed a desire to 
go “anywhere in Mexico, 


It is recommended that all divisions having a 
“eoncentration of Mexican~American extremists, including 
Chicanos, Brown Berets, review extremists albuns. It is 
further suggested that revised colored sketches, when 
obtained, be shown to all pertinent Mexican-Auerican sources, 


INTERVIEWS WITH KEY UITNESSES 


In view of her willingness toe cooperate and 
ability to recali explicit details, it is recommended that 
be reinterviewed. fe aeita be 
reinterviewed in connection with the Bureau artists 
interview, at which time the following questions should 
be asked:

‘xequires in every instance the DOD be reimbursed for the total 
costs involved in the utilization by any other Federal agency
